sixteen to thirty-six, granted the State 
for school 
purposes. 
It was ordered 


that the State could select lands equiv- 
alent in(price and quantity

imum, and that when lauds that rated 
at $2 50 per acre were so selected,

acre should be taken in satisfaction of 
two acres rated at $1 25 per acre.
